Houses and walls, indeed nil things 


made of bricks, do grow, nnd this fact 
Is known to architects, who sometimes 
have to allow for It when making 
plans for building, snys London An- 
swers. 


In the old days, when the clay of 


which bricks were made was mixed 
with water before being baked, the 
amount of growth was not noticeable; 
now that no water, or very little, Is 
mixed with the clay, which Is there- 
ore said to lie dry baked, the bricks 
absorb moisture nnd swell sometimes 
o n considerable extent. 


Some yenrs ago In a garden nt Kly 


n pier wns built of dry bnkcd bricks 
and the garden hose was turned onto 
his pier for a considerable period 
jvery dny for some weeks, At the end 
of this time the frier was measured, 
vhen It was found to have grown 
some Inches. 


Cement Is another substance which 


grows. That Is \vliy you may often see 
on station platforms and on wall cop- 
ngs built of cement one of tho joints 
nlssed out here and there. 


The greatest growth naturally takes 


plnce where cements and bricks are 
used together, as happtnied In n house 
of which the parapet was built of 
bricks placed endways nnd cement sup- 
ported on Iron. The growth In this 
nstiuice was so great that quite Inrgo 
spaces were visible between tho Iron 
supports and the parapet.

Material Found Almost Invaluable In 


War Might AIM Be Well Em- 


ployed In Peace, 


Here Is n. wartime application of 


luminous pnlnt tlmt should be useful 
in summer camps, on the hikes of boy 
scouts, In ' peacetime maneuvers 
of 


citizen soldiers, In marking the land- 
Ing places of nlrcruft, etc1. 


The British army had disks or but- 


tons two or' three Inches In diameter, 
conted with luminous paint and having 
n sharp t-.plko on the under side. These 
were stuck upon the sides of trenches, 
buildings, fences, etc., or were swung 
by hand to give signals In tho well- 
known code where bright lights were 
dangerous 
or 
where 
silence 
was 


golden. 


The luminous disks were visible 


from 30 to CO feet, so they formed val- 
uable landmarks.

also was used 
for marking trulls 


through the 
woods, and

PREPARE YOUR INVENTORY 


Farmers who keep books acording to 


some approved method of accounting, 
which clearly shows tho net income 
and take annual inventories, may if 
the same method is consistently follow- 
ed from year to year, prepare their in- 
come 'ax returns ill accordance with 
tho showing made by the books and in- 
ventories. 


If tho inventory method is adopted 


the farmer should, in order to ascer- 
tain gross income, add to tho amount 
received from- the sales nmclo during 
tho year the inventory of tho live stock 
ajid products on hand at the, close of 
the year, and from this sum deduct tho. 
amount expended in purchosinj? live- 
stock and products, plus the inventory 
of the live stock and products at the 
beginning of the year.

produced on 'the farm and still on 
hand. Where gross income is ascertain- 
ed, no deductions can bo mado for live 
stock or products lost during tho year, 
whether purchased for resale, or pro- 
duced on the farm, as such losses will 
be reflected in the inventory by reduc- 
ing tho amount of live stock or pro- 
ducts at the close of the year.

tread is n rubber covering, 


mrfrely a means of protecting tho fabric 
underneath from the entrance of water 
and dirt and to form a cushion armor 
as a protection from scuffing and wear- 
ing down of tho fabric. The fabric, be- 
ing tho backbone of tho tire, should bo 
given tho mont careful consideration 
and treatment, but it in hard for mo- 
torists to appreciate this because, tho 
fabric is invisible,"• nsscrtH Mr. L. J. 
Barber, distributor of Norwalk tires 
and tubes. 


"When a cutting i« new the tread ef- 


fectively protects the fabric, but «inaJV 
cuts acquired during use, if not imme- 
diately Rtondcd to, help to defeat tho 
purpose of the tread. When small cuts 
appear they should bo thoroughly c.louu- 
with gasoline, given three coats of ce- 
ment and tire filler forced into the 
cut«. If the small cu'tH arc attended 
to promptly the tread will invariably 
last many weeks longer and tho fabric 
underneath will, even after tho tread 
has been worn down from normal use, 
bo in good enough condition to have 
the tiro retrcaded.
